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PUBLISHER'S NOTE 


There are over 80 Topic Collections in the Mass-Observation Archive at the 
University of Sussex covering issues ranging from Anti-Semitism and 
Commodities to Leisure and Work. These represent surveys and 
investigations carried out by Mass-Observation mainly between 1937 and 
1949, with some later files for the 1960s and 1970s. 


Together with the Worktown Collection these represent the raw material of 
the Mass-Observation Archive. Some of this was worked up into a polished 
form in the Publications which appear in Part 1 of this project. Brief details 
also appeared in the File Reports, some of which have been published in 
microfiche. But this is the first time that Topic Collections have been 
published in their entirety, giving scholars an opportunity to re-examine and 
re-interpret the extensive evidence that was gathered in the form of 
transcribed conversations, questionnaires, ‘overheards’ (literally overheard 
remarks), and reports. The files are also an important source of ephemeral 
evidence as observers gathered many pertinent pamphlets, leaflets, news 
cuttings and other evidence (including transcribed graffiti). 


Coverage of the Topic Collections commenced with Part 4 and 5 of this 
project, which focussed on social welfare and living conditions, covering: 
Reconstruction, Family Planning, Health, Day Nurseries, Adult & Higher 
Education, Post-War Hopes, Public Administration & Social Services in 
Wartime, Beveridge Report Surveys, Housing, Work, Fuel and Food. 


Parts 6-8 offered material on the Home Front During World War Il, and topics 
such as: Evacuation, Youth, Children & Education, Women in Wartime, Anti- 
Semitism, Air-Raids, Propaganda & Morale, the 1940 London Survey, 
Conscientious Objection & Pacifism, Forces, Gas Masks & Dogs in Wartime. 


This ninth part looks at life in Britain from 1938 to 1965, with much on 
material culture, shopping and self-image. It covers: 


Shopping, 1937-1965 (TC 4, 7 boxes); 

Personal Appearance and Clothes, 1938-1954 (TC 18, 5 boxes); | 
Co-operative stores survey, 1939-47 (TC 21, 1 box). 

Commercial Advertising, 1938-47 (TC 22, 1 box); 

Commodities, 1941-1964 (TC 78,6 boxes); _ 


This part explores the emergence of Britain from the Depression and war-time 
austerity, through to the Macmillan years when it was proclaimed that ‘you’ve | 
never had it so good. Surveys and interviews look at changing trends in 
consumption and increasing concern for personal appearance and 
possessions and their relationship to advertising. 


There are 7 boxes of material looking at shopping, describing the whole 
process from viewing items in magazines, adverts and shop windows, to 
chatting about the items with friends and family, to visiting the shop and 
making the purchase. There is material on the retail trade in war-time and 
those who suffered most. How did cafés survive the black-out? The impact of 
rationing is obvious in accounts such as the following: 


‘It was both ‘points’ and jam’ day and | like to be early and choose. | got 
‘Spam’ — a small tin of chopped ham — something — and a tin of steak and 
veg. | was very lucky about jam for | wanted marmalade and got two 
Robertson Grapefruit marmalade. There were long shivering queues outside 
the fish shops, but nowhere else.” 


There is also an interesting psychological assessment of housework: 
“How is it that the age-old job of housekeeping began suddenly in this period 


to be described as ‘drudgery’; and why was there a sudden frantic demand for 
labour-saving devices in homes....” 


Finally, there is much on the impact of supermarkets in the post-war period 
and the threat that these would close down small family businesses. 


From teenagers to women in dance halls, and from working men to fashion 
designers, the material on Personal Appearance and Clothes looks at all 
aspects of fashion and self-image. At the beginning of the war there is a 
careful examination of the preparations made for visits to the dance halls. 
This turns into a full blown investigation of dance hall culture, with detailed 
interviews with professional dancers, many of whom were gigolos or escorts. 
There are also files concerning make-up, handbags, the appearance of 
Jewish and Cockney women in the street, hair-styles, and jewellery. The 
impact of clothes rationing is assessed and post-war changes in fashions. 


The Co-op survey provides a fascinating insight into war-time and post-war 
shopping habits. Prospective shoppers were asked if they shopped at the Co- 
op and if not, why not? They were also asked about the other stores that they 
used and their patterns of shopping. In particular, the investigators asked 
people about the social dimensions of the co-op: Did they enjoy the dividend? 
Did they make use of the clubs, education and political lectures provided? 
There are also fascinating (and slightly disconcerting in an Orwellian sense) 
accounts of shoppers who are followed through the stores and closely 
observed to see where they stop, what they buy and what they look at. 


The section on Commercial Advertising has a fascinating section on ‘war and 
sexism’, which looks at the creation of gender stereotypes in advertising from 
pipe-smoking men, to women who are told that “on or off parade, your skin 
must be faultless.” These themes are continued in an advertising booklet 
(Parkinson’s Scholars’ Guide), which has a page each for boys and girls. 
Boys are told that “it is the work that counts, not the applause that follows.” 
The section on Commodities features various product surveys from baked 
beans, razor blades and electrical appliances to tea and toothpaste; How 
were these different products tailored to suit a specific audience?

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1. Summary of Conclusions 


It is widely thought that the attitude of the general 
public towards advertising is negative. According to this 
point of view, it is useless to ask direct questions about 
the effect of an advertisement, because nobody would admit 
to being influenced by it. If a market researcher wants to 
know the value of a particular advertising campaign, he has 
to set about it in a roundabout way. 

Mass-Observation however thought it worth while to try 
the experiment of direct questioning on advertising. 
Observers were asked to write down their views in answer to 
straightforward questions. We should make it clear at this 
stage that the sample constituted by the ¢00 Observers who 
answered these questions is not claimed as a representative 
cross-section on statistical lines. It is predominantly 
lower middle class, though well distributed over the popula- 
tion centres of England. Evidence #0 far collected 
indicates that in most matters of social habit and attitude, 
results from the Mass-Observation sample agree with those 
collected by statistical sampling methods. The special 
thing about the Mass-Observation sample is that it consists 


of people who are willing to set forth their views at con- 
siderable length and often with considerable lucidity. A 
glance at some of the extracts on page , showing 
observers! tastes in advertising, should dispel the idea 
that the sample is "high-brow". We certainly admit that 
our sample is selected in the sense that the Mass-Observers 
are better able to express themselves than the average 
person, but our other observations seem to show that their 
attitudes are common to many others, who may not be able to 
express themselves so well. 

The questions may be divided into two groups. Questions 
2, 3 and 4 form the first group: they were directed towards 
finding out the attitude that people have to their standard 
of living, and what changes they would like to make in it. 
Some knowledge of this attitude is obviously necessary for 
the advertiser. 

The outstanding points about the answers to this first 
sroup of questions may be summarized as follows: 

(i) A large number of lower-middle-class peop}e 
are pretty satisfied with their present standard of living 
and are not ambitious to change it, though they think it 
would be difficult or "impossible" to economize. From a 


psychological point of view therefore they tend to be in a 


groove. 


3. 


(ii) If their income was considerably increased, 
they would spend a good deal of it on travel and saving, 
neither of which would directly change their day-to-day 
standard of living. 

(iii) If they were forced to economize, a good 
many would cut down on food and clothes. 

(iv) The main direction in which they would like 
to alter the standard of living in the home is towards 
being more "up to date". They would like to replace old 
furniture even when still serviceable. But the most strik- 
ing manifestation of the wishto be up to date is the demand 
for electrical appliances, with refrigerators as the biggest 
Single item. The wish for such appliances is however 
coupled with complaints that electricity is too expensive. 

Turning now to the second group, Question 1 and 
Questions 5 to 9, here are some leading points: 


(i) The high proportion who are in favour of 


advertising. 


(41) The fact that more people have consciously 
bought because of advertisements than have been consciously 
discouraged from buying. Furthermore that this tendency 
is more marked among men than women, although women are 
more conscious of advertising because more concerned with 


buying. 
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(iii) The most valued quality in advertising 


is that it should be informtive and for this purpose news- 


paper advertising is considered the most effective. Con- 


siderable weight is attached however to the attractiveness 


of advertisements, and in this respect posters lead. 

(iv) The advertising for which most people 
consciously look out is that of Guiness, Shell, Bovril and 
Horlicks. Of the slogans tested, "Night Starvation" has 
the highest number of associations. 

(v) Although radio advertising is the most 
criticised, the most lacking in social sanction, there is 
evidence that once it has been accepted, it is a particularly 
effective advertising mediun. 

Before dealing with these and other points in. 
detail, we would like to add that in our opinion the results 
Obtained by direct questioning justify its use with Mass- 
Observers. Further, that the best way to pursue this line 
of research will be by the combination of detailed inter- 
viewing with observation of shopping habits and standard of 
living attitudes, which is the technique now being used by 


the Mass-Observation intensive survey in Bolton. 
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é. Gaps in Standard of Living. 


The effectiveness of advertising must largely depend on 
whether it touches the individual at points where he or she 
already feeis there is a gap which needs filling, whether it 
is a gap in domestic convenience or the need to travel and 
get away from home. 

Light is thrown on the state of mind of the potential 
consumer by the answers to Questions 2, 3 and 4; 

2 What are the main drawbacks in your everyday 


life, in terms of home equipment, and things 
that money can buy? 

36 What would you do with an extra £100 a year? 
What additions would you make to the home? 
What would you spend away from home? 

4. If you had to economize, what would go first? 


Our sample was predominantly lower middle and upper 
working class, and to most of these people their homes seem 
reasonably comfortable. One summed it up: 

"There are many things, practically all so-called 

luxuries, which would effect improvements in this 

home. Not having them does not cause drawbacks 


but merely tnconveniences and a feeling That other 
people are better off than we are." 


Nearly a quarter of them (24%) stressed the need for more 
electrical appliances, those most often specified being 
refrigerators, vacuum cleaners, water-heaters and radiators. 
They want to save time in the home and add to its conveni- 
ence. Women were more interested in electrical appliances 
than men (32% against 20%). 


10% find their main drawback in insufficient space. 
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Another 11% want new furniture. In most cases the trouble 
with old furniture is that it is "out of date” rather than 
that it is falling to pieces. The same wish to be "up to 
date" is evident among those who want more electrical appli- 
ances. It is very generally felt that electricity is too 
expensive. The following extracts, illustrating these 
points, can be allowed to speak for themselves: 


Satisfied. 


"at the present time, I am very satisfied with my 
house, home and equipment, having a new, modern 
maisonette, and all that is necessary for reason- 
able comfort. I should like some- sort of electric 
or gas water-heating apparatus for using during the 
summer ¢ Also a telepvhone installed -- neither are 
necessities, but would be convenient." 


"As to the first questionI can only say that i can 
think of none. the bungalow that i live in has 
not long been built and therefore has most of the 
modern conveniences that i could desire. fTwo inm- 
portant fittings only we lack, i say 'lack' because 
I do not mean 'want'. ‘hey are an electric vacuum 
cleaner and a refrigerator. We have never felt 
the necessity for either." 


"MWe are quite poor as a family, but our house, 
rented from a decent landlord, is quite modern and 
comfortable, and we manage to get enough good food 
to suit us, and enough fuel and clothes. the furn- 
iture serves its purpose; we could certainly do 
with a few modern, comfortable arm-chairs, and the 
list could be lengthened by adding a vacuum-cleaner, 
a radiogram, and a refrigerator; but as we have a 
carpet-sweeper, and a perfectly good wireless set, 
these are not really vital drawbacks." 


Out of date furniture. 


"Additions and replacements in bedroom furniture. 
Mine is dated, that's all.-: It is still serviceable." 


T. 


"The main deficiencies are, I think, deficiencies 
in furniture. ‘these are defifiencies in what are 
more or less luxuries, but which would ‘round off! 
the home." 


"I should like to be able to afford better furni- 
ture instead of having to use victorian relics as 
at present." 


"Perhaps that we cannot have new furniture and 
newly papered and painted rooms as often as we 
would like." 


Electrical and Labour-Saving. 
"Lack of various labour-saving devices and luxur- 
les such as a car, a refrigerator, really conm- 
fortable furniture, electrical appliancés - in 
fact, the main drawback in my everyday life is 
that I am forced by lack of money to live in out- 
of-date conditions." 


"Electrical appliances such as water-heaters and 
electric cookers are rather expensive. An 
efficient floor polisher to do away with polish- 
ing by hand on ones knees. The Scientific way 

Of cleaning chimneys should abolish the dirt and 
upheaval which a visit from the ordinary type of 
Chimney sweep means. ithere is a 'Hygienic Chimney 
Sweeping Cot in this town (Northampton) but their 
prices are prohibitive. 4/6 to clean one chimney." 


"The lack of electrical appliances for doing 
things as quickly and as easily as possible. The 
high cost of electrical current in the district 
makes it impracticable." 


"The difficulty so far as I can see seems to be 
the extremely dear cost of electricity. HKeduce 
this cost and you would have all motive power as 
well as several luxury articles controlled by 
electricity. As examples, I quote electric 
heaters (cleaner, warmer, healthier than coal or 
gas fires), fans to use in hot weather, electric 
time clocks, cooking stoves (again healthier as 
they are fumeless), with a hundred other gadgets 
now on the market which would become quite popular 
(including such articles as electric shaving 


machines). While most rich people use electricity 
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extensively, the poorer classes AND the middle 
rich still only have lighting and perhaps the 
radio and the vacuum cleaner off the 'power'." 


"No hot water on tap. Small amounts have to 

be heated in kettles and water for baths and 
clothes washing in the gas copper. 

No electric cleaner. I can only guess at the 
work this would save as I have not seen one in 

Use. 

Having to use coal for heating and cooking. For 
instance a kitchener is a beastly thing. t has 

to be de-sooted daily (if one has to be economical 
with fuel) and once a week the roof must be cleaned. 
Also ashes to be cleared away every morning, and 
the hearth swept two or three times a day. it has 
to be polished with dirt called 'Zebra' which makes 
ones hands filthy. Now instead, if there was an 
electric fire for heating and electric stove for 
cooking, much irksome and unnecessary work would be 
saved. it takes a lot of precious space. 10 Sq. 
ft. including the hearth in a room 1l' by 10: 6*, 
and cOal storage space is needed outside. the 
coal must be hammered into convenient sized lumps 
and carted inside. ‘hig archaic method is so 
absurd in what could be an age of electricity." 


"Chiefly the lack of electricity and gas. The 
Electric uo. require a heavy premium before running 
a cable up our lane, and my mother, being somewhat 
prejudiced by the bad state of our gas service at 
Actén 12 years ago, refuses to have the latter. 

We cook and light by oil." 


"Electrical equipment, such as the latest model 
in vacuum cleaners or electrical stove or refrig- 
erator!. (Because they are clean)." 


"If I had more means, there are of course many 
things I would purchase for the home, but they 
would be luxuries. I, perhaps, am one of the 
fortunate people who have most of the necessities 
of the home (such as electric cleaners, etc.) 
(although this is again only a point of view, as 
it cannot really be termed a necessity.) One of 
the luxuries I would permit myself if 1 had the 
means would be a water-softener machine, and also 
water heater for sink and a refrigerator. 


However, I am quite content as I am." 
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Another 22% find their deficiency in their lack 


of music, books, radio and gramophone. ‘his is most 


noticeable among men (27% as against 12% of the women). 
Our sample is probably more culturally-minded than the 
average, but taking this into account, it is still a high 
proportion. Vlothes are very low on the list and food 
only 1%. 

the significance of these facts cOmes out more 
clearly when they are correlated with the answers to the 
next two acuestions. the percentage fisures for Question 
2 are given overleaf. The percentage figures of women 
who are conscious of domestic needs is high than that of 
the men, who are for their part more conscious of cultural 


needs and needs outside the home.

3- A Rise in Standard of Living. 
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Asked what they would do with an extra #100 a year, 
the majority of the observers did not seem to want to change 
their way of living very extensively, just as in their answers 
to the previous question they seemed pretty satisfied with 
things as they were. They have adapted themselves to the 
income level which by necessity they must accept. The idea 
of getting away from home (which concerned only 9% in the 
previous question) becomes more important, 20% would spend 
the money, or part of it, on travel or a car. she proportion 
of men and women is nearly equal in this. 

uvhe idea of labour saving and other improvements in the 
home is still prominent, however, and men and women agree in 
putting 27% of their votes down for this type of expenditure. 
the double motivation at work is well illustrated by one 


housewife who writes: 


"i ghould buy a vacuum cleaner and then go away to 
the seaside until all my money was spent." 


The proportion who would spend culturally is the same as in 
the previous question, and quite a large number would either 
save the money or give it to other members of the family or 
to charity (13%). 

The following extracts are typical: 

"I might go for an extra holiday, but apart from that 


I should save the rest, to provide for the possibility 
of my setting up a home of my own some time." 
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"Another £100 a year for me would mean that I 
would spend a little more all round. I would 
give mother a bit more for the household 
expenses and her own use; for myself I'd 
spend a bit more on clothes, an item for which 
I never seem to have enough cash. I would go 
to the theatre occasionally, and have one or 
two more holidays and week-ends away. I might 
even save a bit. In fact, I'd manage quite 
well to live up to my income." 


"As I live at home which is already very com- 

fortable, there are not many additions to make. 

Also, one cannot very well turn out most of 

one's parents! furniture and set them up with 

entirely modern furniture. Our home is quite 

tastefully furnished with good quality things 

which suit my parents' period. We could do with 

two more comfortable easy chairs in the dining 

room, - that's about all. 

With an extra £2 a week I could afford to run a 

small car of my own. That would account for, on 

an average (for upkeep, garage, etc.) £1 per week. 

I would go to London more often and see some of 

the plays and ballets and operas, etc, which only 
LOndon can produce. There would be more money to 

spend on outings and presents for my parents and 
some of the £100 would be put aside for a rainy 
day." 


"If I had an extra £100 a year I would add a 
bathroom to the house (or obtain a new house). I 
would purchase a new stove and several new 
articles of furniture for my room and for the use 
of the rest of the family. I should try to see a 
Little of the world by going on one or two tours 
abroad each year." 


"Save more in order to build up a good fall-back 
in case of need, and early retirement. Modern 
equipment and la bour-saving devices. A little 
more on travel." 


"An extra £100 would represent an addition to our 
income of about 70%. Such an amount would make a | 
lot of difference to our lives. | 
We would buy a new wireless set (electric) and an 
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electric cleaner, also something (can't think 

of the name) that produces hot water instantly. 
I would have a woman in two mornings each week 
to do the washing and the heavy work. This 
would give me much more leisure and only the 
lighter work to do. There would not be so much 
patching and darning as I would buy household 
Linens and clothes more often, and at the same 
time satisfy a desire to give, as I know people 
who could do with discarded clothes, etc. that 
still had a little wear in then. Put something 
away each week so that we could have a carefree 
annual holiday. We could have extra and better 
food, a man to help in the garden sometimes. 
Visits to the hairdressers and cinema would be 
more frequent and we would pay an Occasional 
visit to a London theatre."

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A. Economies. 


We have seen from the answers to the last two questions 
that on the whole people are not markedly dissatisfied with 
the level at which they are living. By contrast, the next 
question, "If you had to economize, what would go first?" 
seems to be a difficult one to answer. For example: 


"This one is difficult. Perhaps first the sub- 
scription to the clubs and associations to which 
I belong, and cheaper food and less clothes; 
cheaper food of course would be the last thing." 


"{ should find it difficult." 
"There is very Little on which I could economize." 


"It is difficult to see how we could economize 
more than we do, unless we moved to a smaller 
house. Ordinary household expenses (lighting and 
heating, food and service) are already reduced to 
a minimum." 


"IT feel unable to answer. I was talking only 
tonight with another friend and he was wondering 
how it was that he was able to get along quite 
comfortably when he was earning about 25% of what 
he does now. And [I feel in the same position." 


"Difficult to answer. I'll wait until the time 
domes before I answer this." 


"I find this rather difficult to answer as every- 
thing I buy seems necessary; one gets into a habit 
of expecting a certain standard of life so that to 
do away with what might seem to another person a 
luxury seems to me in retrospect a great privation." 


"As my expenses at present are limited, I do not see 
how I could reasonably economize. However, several 
years ago when conditions were very bad I existed 
with less luxuries and pleasures." 


"Having already to be economical, I can hardly see 
how I could egonomize further. On lodging and keep 
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I could not dock the cash, neither on railway 
fares. I might spend a little less on lunches, 
(I spend on an average 1/3 per lunch at present), 
but could not economize much on this item without 
detriment to my health. I could stop buying 
books and mags, but would resent this. What would 
actually happen had I to economize further would 
be that I would be seen rather shabbily dressed, 
with rather shaggy hair attimes, but well-fed, 
well-read, and with nice plants in the garden, 
(and very cheap holidays) ." 


Taken together, and representing as they do a variety of 
income levels, these answers illuminate the state of mind of 
most people towards their standard of living. They have reached 
a kind of equilibrium, and though it is of course always tempt- 
ing to expand, the idea of cutting down is so unattractive as to 
seem impossible. One nan summed up this state of mind when, 

having answered Question 2, on drawbacks in the home, by s@ing 
"IT am quite content as I am", he went on to answer the question 
about economies: 


"This is difficult as it is impossible for me to 
economize any more." 


several important items in the standard of living are 
prominent for the first time in the answers to this question, 
including Entertainments (mainly cinema going), Newspapers and 
Smoking. Clothes ere a big item (15%) among female economies,e.g. 


"When I have to economize I generally find that my 
stockings go first. After this underwear and the 
heels and toes of my shoes (luckily on-top clothes 
stay put longest). wWhen I arrive at the minimum 
of clothing, I give uo going to the flicks and 
cating at places where you have to pay for what 
you eat, and refrain from amusements which necess- 
itate long train or 'bus journeys." 
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By both sexes, economy on food is quite frequently contemplated. 
Rxamp les: 


"Cream for breakfast. Less meat probably. 
8d. margarine instead of butter for husband 
and myself." 


"About all we could economize on is food. 
That is to say 'luxuries' such as biscuits, 
sweets, butter, etc. About 1/3 per week in 
reading matter." 


"T think the foll@wing items would about 
cover my economies: 
a) Cream with my porridge. Milk instead. 
b) Coke consumption on the Ideal boiler. 
c) Gas consumption would be considered 
(e.g. cooking gas). 
d) A hot joint so that we could use th 
cold meat for 4 or 5 days; at present we 
prefer hot meals rather than to have a joint 
with the meat cold, we are not partial to 
repetitive meals off the same cold joint, 
though this would be more economical. 
@) We are rather fond of cakes and perhaps 
we cOuld reduce this item to smaller proportions." 


Saving on other sides of domestic expenditure is relatively 
low, and mainly takes the form of proposing to move to a smaller 
house with Lower rent. The percentage in favour of what can 


be broadly termed "cultural" economies is much higher for men 


than for women (36% against 16%). Figures overleaf.

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5. ADVERTISKMENTS ARE NECESSAKY. 


Having gained some picture of the attitude of individuals 
towards their standard of living and possible changes in it, 
let us examine their attitude to that institution which is 
continually drawing their attention to the innumerable ways in 
which they can spend their money : the institution of advertising. 

In order to give a general indication of this attitude, 
observers were asked to write their views on advertising at 
length. Analysis of the replies shows that a fifth of them are 
absolutely in favour of advertising as a useful and necessary 
institution in their lives, another fifth is opposed to it on 
social grounds and as a dangerous influence, while the remaining 
three-fifths have a divided opinion - they both accept it as 
useful and are opposed to its abuses. 

Here are some extracts: 


"T think advertising is good, as it reminds me 
of things and informs me of things which are 
good for me." (F) 


"I find that advertising often means that notice 
is brought to the mind of the masses of matters 
which must play an important part in their 
betterment. Attention may be drawn to a new 
food that brings improved physical conditions or 
aid in some difficult period." (M) 


"On the whole I do not Like it as it usually 

seems to go beyond the stage of being informative. 
fo mymind that is where it should stop. Then so 
many advertisements are put in unfortunate places; 
this is particularly so in the case of hoardings 
in the country. I must admit however that some 
of the neater advertisements do appeal to me, such 
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as the series of tShell in the tank! and especially 
the letter which was used to end that series. I 
seldom find however that I buy advertised goods as 
a result of reading the advertisements unless it is 
of a new thing which is being so introduced to the 
public."(MM) 


"Of advertising as a whole, I would say that I think 
we would be better without it. Its appeal is to the 
suggestibility of the people and advertising has 
become another of the factors which are beginning to 
create a mass-mind."™ (M) 


"Inevitable; may as well make the best of it; try 

to get tolerably decorative stuff. At present advert- 
isers control newspapers to a large extent; combat 
that as far as possible. Support legislation designed 
to stop lying and dangerous advertising (patent 
medicines, etc)." (F) 


"T often wish to go away from London because of the 
advertising one sees everywhere. Words, words, every- 
where. I wish there were as many flowers as words in 
London. Host things advertised are cheap and not of 
much value. Sstork iargarine do some absurd ads. I['d 
like to see ladies eating margarine. One cannot deny 
that advertisements are an influence. We should not 
know that many things exist were it not for them being 
shown to us." (PF) 


"Advertising is at the same time a curse and a necess- 
ity. ‘the money wasted by it mst be enormous. And 
yet one has to make a conscious and deliberate effort 
continually, so as not to be influenced. [I wonder how 
much valuable mergy one wastes in not being influenced 
by advertisements." (mM) 


"naturally i approve of advertising whole-heartedly 
Since it makes the world brighter and far more 
interesting." (mM) 3 


"T think that advertising is a great factor in human 
progress. It educates and civilises more than any 
Other force. It has brought about unbelievably great 
improvements in the personal cleanliness of the people. 
Millions of people of a class who took no pride in 
themselves whatever and definitely preferred to be 
dirty, now wash themselves, often bath, wash their 
clothes and even clean their teeth." (mM) . 
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"Especially attractive are lists of things connected 
with ones hobbies. ‘there is probably not enough 
money to buy, but they make very interesting reading 
as One imagines them ones own." (M) 


"I approach all advertisement with a very sceptical 


viewpoint but find myself very often influenced by 
it nevertheless." (F) 


"T consider advertising a necessary evil but though 
in most cases it is necessary, it is not always an 
evil, It may be calssified as an evil when it con- 
sists of (a) ugly hoardings in the countryside (b) 
salesmen pestering to sell unwanted goods (c) advert- 
is@ments that exaggerate or otherwise do not tell 

the truth." (M) 


"Advertising is an enormous educational force giving 
everybody ideas above their station. it has no doubt 
had more influence than free compulsory schooling on 
outwardly civilising the manners and appearance of 
the working-class." (F) 


"i read advertisements particularly posters from 
habit, although they make little impression on me 
until I have seen them repeatedly." (M) 


"Advertisements are now used to educate people in 

many things that can only be inculcated by the steady 
drive of public taste and public opinion; thousands 
mast have acquired through advertising the habits.of 
washing, of being neat, of keeping the bowels open." (M) 


"Some advertisements are eminently useful and necess- 
ary. Very much advertising is absurd and wasteful and 
false. I think harmful things like beer should not be 
allowed glaring advertisements any more than prosti- 
tutes are allowed to advertise brothels." -(F 


"Outdoor advertising sites should be licensed so that 
they do not constitute a danger on the roads by ob- 
struction and so that places of beauty are not spoiled."(M) 


"Advertising is a happy hunting ground for graft. It 
chokes the press, for it is economically impossible to 


sell a daily paper at a penny without large and steady 
advertising revenue." (MM) 


"It is propaganda often of a vicious character result- 
ing in people purchasing articles they do not need, or 
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do not want, or would be better off without having. 
With half-truths, misleading statements, and out- 
right lies, it fools all of the people most of the 
time." (mM) 


"When Black Magic chocolates were popularised over 
the wireless, I refused to buy them, although 
previous to that I had specially liked them. I 
didn't like to think that I was having to pay for 
so much profit." (mM) 


"It is a communal service to inform the ignorant of 
something which will benefit them but much advert- 
ising takes advantage of ones' ignorance. I quote 
some adverts which I regard as misleading and a bane 
to society. The advertising of cigarettes which it 
is claimed are soothing, etc, of alcoholic drinks 
which give strength, etc., pills which make one slin, 
others which give instant relief to any kind of dis- 
ease, etc." (PF) 

"Existing conditions make advertising an expensive 
method of spreading: goods to the consumer. The com- 
petitive advertising by makers of the same product 
is wasteful. The psychological appeal as used by 
patent medicine vendors is harmful." (M) 

An indication of how interested the observers were in the 
Subject of advertising is given by the fact that from the average 
amount of 545 pages per women and 3.8 pages per man which were 
written in answer to the whole questionnaire of 9 questions, 
women used 25% and men 36% of this space to answer the first 
question: "What are your views on advertising?" 

The numerical distribution of pro and contra arguments is 
given in a table overleaf, calculated from separate points made ) 
in the answers, rather than from complete answers. Outstanding 


is the fact that advertising is approved for its informative 


function.

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6. Advertisements are Effective. 


In Question 6, observers were asked to "describe any 
occasion when advertising or sales talk definitely made you 
decide to buy something. Also occasions when they had the 
opposite effect." 

Most of them answered this question, with the following 


percentage result:

According to these results, more people are persuaded than 
put off by advertising and by sales-talk, though for sales-talk 
the margin is smaller. There is a marked sex-difference, 
however. In the case of the women, as many are put off by 
advertisements as are persuaded by them, on their own evidence; 
while by sales-talk, more are put off than are persuaded. In 
the case of the men on the other hand, the majority of those who 
are persuaded over those who are put off, both by advertisements 
and by sales-talk, is considerable. Also, the percentage of men 
who bought because of advertisements is much higher than that of 
women. 

For sales-talk, the percentage of women who bought is higher 
than that of men, but the total percentage of women who answered 


this part of the question is much higher (84%) than that of the 


men (50%). This is probably due to the fact that women do most 
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of the shopping, and therefore come into contact with sales- 
talk more than men do; (cf. the investigation by Goode and 
Powell in 1929 of the buyers in a New York retail store selling 
every kind of commodity, which showed 82% women shoppers.) 
The figures definitely indicate that men are more sus- 
ceptible to advertising than women. This is probably partly 
due to the fact that women acquire a higher resistance because 
they do most of the shopping. Another possible factor is the 
greater mobility of the men and the fact that they read more 
newspapers. Since a mass of other evidence shows that women 
are more suggestible and less critical than men on the whole, 
the counter-factors whichoutweigh this must be very considerable. 
The number of people who admit freely to being influenced 

by advertising is quite large - compare the general reactions 
to advertising in the previous section. The influence of 
advertising is however often denied in terms like those of one 
woman who says: 

"IT am one of those people who 'know what they 

want' when I shop, and if I cannot get it at 

One place, I[ try another and so on." 
The»percentage of those who "know what they want" is 18% for both 
sexes. The number of those who mention having bought a product 
on the advice of a friend or doctor is 10% for both sexes. 


The following extracts illustrate the effects of advertising 


and particularly the fact that young smokers are suggestible in 


their first choice of a brand of tobacco or cigarettes: 
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"Tl am easily influenced by advertisements to try 
new foods, clothes, garden pr house gadgets, 
toilet accessories." (F) 


"Although hardly in the way of an advertisement, 

a lecture I once attended on the ‘canning! of 

various foods has made me less prejudiced, 

although still cautious, on buying 'canned' goods."(F) 


"T lost all faith in Ovaltine when they started 
using Radio Luxembourg." 


"Badly worded avertfisements or those betraying 
any signs of amateurishness definitely put me off 
buying. ” 


"If the advert. strikes me as common, over-extra- 
vagant in price or wording, or if it is supposed 

to do dozens of things, I am always 'put off'. If 
posters are ugly or garish, I am never attracted to 
the commodities they advertise." 


"T have started to smoke Grey's cigarettes solely, 

I suspect, because I like their understated advert- 
isements, and probably by sheer suggestion, I like 

them very much." 


"About six months ago I decided that I would start 
smoking a pipe. ‘three things influenced me: 
i) Advertisements 

ii) Price of tobacco 

iii) Advice of friend. 
I had already through the adverts. in the papers 
decided which two tobaccos appealed to me most, 
they were "Four Square" and "Three Nuns". The price 
was about right in both cases. My friend advised 
"Four Square". I agreed with his choice and | still 
smoke "Four Square"™,* 


"When I bought my first pipe, I had no knowledge at 
all of tobacco and therefore bought "St. Julien", 
that being the name { had seen advertised most." 


"I decided to change my brand of cigarettes. I 
resolved to try the next brand I saw advertised that 
I hadn't already tried. At that time urey's were 
running a series of advertisements 'guying' the 
story-telling type of advertisement. I hit on one 
of these, tried the cigarettes for the sake of the 
witty advertisement, and have used them ever since." 
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7- Means of Advertising. 


Observers were asked to rank in order of helpfulness, 
attractiveness, persuasiveness and power to annoy, advertisements 
in newspapers, posters, circulars and wireless. The results 


were as follows:

According to these results, newspapers are the most helpful 
and nearly as persuasive asS newspapers. Posters are the most 
attractive form of advertising, and wireless the most annoying. 


Here are some comments: 


"Tl have always been a very thorough newspaper 
reader. Advertisements in newspapers are usually 
the most helpful because they go into greater 
detail than posters and can be studied at leisure. 
Posters can be often vague and rather crude in 
their appeal." (mM) 


"Most modern posters are well designed and taste- 
fully coloured. this is true even of the annoy- 
ing ones." (F) 


"Advertisements which appear many times become 
persuasive, because it is obvious that a 'dud' 
firm could not afford much newspaper advertising." (My) 
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"Circulars, which (if they can once get past the 
waste paper basket) make their single appeal 
without competition from other advertisements." 

Taking all four columns together, it is without doubt the 
newspaper advertisement that is considered the most successful. 
At the other end of the scale comes wireless advertising: only 
a few judge it to be the most helpful medium, but over a third 
find it very annoying. One reason for this is pro bably that the 
newspaper is a much older established advertising medium than the 
wireless, which has only recently been developed for this purpose, 
its use not yet being socially accepted (The 3B.8.C.can't be used 
for it). It would also be interesting to discover if visual and 
audible types are distributed equally. 

Examining the sex differences, the tendencies are the same, 
though women's opinions are more clear cut. The percentage of 
women who consider newspapers as most helpful, posters most 
attractive and circulars most persuasive is higher than the 

percentage of men who do so. Only in their negative attitudes, 


no difference is found between the sexes.

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Those who think newspaper advertising the most helpful, 
give ag reasons: one has time to read details, gets full inforn- 
ation, one can pick what one wants, they are easy to understand, 
goods are illustrated, they are specially useful for those who 
have no time to visit shops, good for articles which need explana- 
tion, give detailed prices, easily seen and remembered, newspapers 
contain several advertisements of the same type so that comparison 
can be made, one can always find what one wants in a paper if the 
right one is chosen, handy, remind one of needs, keep one in touch 
with fashion, etc. 

twhoge who find circulars most helpful give very similar 
reasons. Girculars give full detail, useful for special hobbies, 
pooks, tools, cinema, can be kept for addresses, references; they 
give local information, give prices, just as helpful as newspapers. 
Their main disadvantage is that they are usually thrown away and 
never come at the right.time. One observer suggests that there 
might be a folder distributed in which one could keep the circulars 
for future reference, as there is usually no place to keep them in. 

If posters are mentioned as most helpful, it is again in 
connection with their informative function, very helpful for 
theatres and shows, for amusements, tell alot quickly, act as 
memory joggers. And wireless advertisements are helpful because 
of their human touch. 


Reasons for the persuasiveness of advertisements are similar 


to reasons for their helpfulness. j\ewspapers and circulars give 
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pictures and prices, one has time to consider them, they have a 
single appeal, contain reasoned appeal, give details, have personal 
appeal and can't be avoided. Posters persuade by their attractive- 
ness, they present a memorable image, attract by their design am 
colour, have a strong unconscious effe¢t, posters which are repeated 
persuade because no bad firm could afford to carry on large-scale 
advertising. The audible type says of wireless advertising thet 
the human voice is convincing, goes into the mind without mental 
effort on the listeners part and has an individual appeal. 

the main reason why an advertisement is helpful or persuasive 
is that it is informative either directly or indirectly. The 
information may be either related directly to the quality and 
attributes of the product or may indirectly supply information 
about the firm which produces it. 

Vhat makes posters attractive is their artistic value, their 
zood drawings. SOme are real works of art, others are simply 
colourful and amusing like the Guiness posters. circulars become 
attractive if they have artistic cavers, wireless because it 
brightens dull Sundays, gives good entertainment. 

Annoyance is caused by advertisements mainly when they inter- 
rupt a special mood. wzhus posters spoil the scenery, are a blot 
on the countryside; newspaper advertisements cut up articles, 
take up space and crowd out news; wireless sivestioina destroys 
the mood suggested by the music, interrupts a favourite artist: 


circulars are thrust on you and do not respect your privacy, 
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dropped through the letter-box they make you think th re is a 


letter and then disappoint you -- one observer closes his 


report: 


"sut after all circulars are less annoying 
than other forms, because one can have revenge 


by savagely tearing them up and throwing them 
on the fire."

Only 13% of the’ observers say that they never look out for 
any advertisement, 17% of the men and 4% of the women. This is 
another indication that the general public, especially the women, 
accept advertising as an institution satisfying certain needs. 
This auestion was formulated with the emphasis on the appeal of 
the advertisement ifself, without reference to its sales value; 
it is therefore significant that 13% should tell us that they 
"look out for" advertisements before buying certain commodities. 
Here are some comments: 
"IT find Oxo's advertisements interesting because 
they are based on historical facts. Guiness 
adverts. because they are humorous (not necessarily 


true), Bovril because they are very clever." (F) 


"All Horlicks, Rinso and other cartoon advertising. 
hey are a joy to read." (M) 


"T look out for chatty advertisements, which present 
a point of view rather than make pure sales talk."(M) 


"| nearly always look out for a new Grey or Shell 
advert, and Roses Lime Juice." (M) 


"IT always look out for the Worthington adverts in 
the Daily Telegraph. They show some fine photographs 
of the countryside and I usually cut the picture out."(F) ’ 


"T look out for all gas and electric adverts, repres- 
enting for and against." (F) 


"™e ones with a human story - Horlicks." (mM) 


"Only adverts. which I read regularly are Murphy Radio 
and Africander tobacco." (M) 


"T Look out for Shell, Guiness and new Underground 
posters because I like them." (F) 


"Oxo. because 1 admire their inventiveness and am 
intrigued by the ingenuity of mind that can relate 
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so many things to Oxo by a series of puns. I 
look out for them to see what next they will think

"IT look out for all strip advertisements, especially 
Horlicks, because I find them funny. I look out for 
Austin Reed ads, Guiness posters, Murphy adverts, 
because they are pretty good and worth reading and 
looking out for, for their own sake. I uged to look 
out for Greys cigarette advertisements when they 
were running a series guying other advertisers." (M) 


"T look out particularly for the clever type guch as 
Enos, which have genuine intrinsic merit apart from 
their value in promoting sales."

"T always look through trade journals for anything 
new. Apart from that I rarely trouble to read 
adverts." (M) 


"Treere are some commodities for which most delightful 
posters are drawn. I always look for those of the

"Not really. Possibly Vuiness and Shell for their 
Originality." (M) 

"Several advertisements [I often notice with cynical 
interest wondering what they will be up to next. 
Especially those sorts which tell stories with a 
lesson to be learned. 


"T am entertained by new posters of Bovril and Guiness 
on account of their cleverness and good pictorial 
effect." (F) 


"In the Radio +imes, Mr. Barrett, and Night Starvation 
tragedies. Purely interest;" (PF) 


"Yes, Underground and Shell posters for artistic merit, 
also joke ones such as Oxo (or is it Bovril), Leica, 

etc.. When I am in an underground carriage, or bus, I 
sometimes look aut at the adverts of food and drink to 


see if life could be sustained on them. I like finding 
new foods." (Ff) | 
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9. Commercial Broadcasting. 


Observers were asked to discuss their reactions to 
commercial breadcasting on the following lines: "Do you listen 
into commercial broadcasting programmes? How long have you done 
so and how often? Have you or your family a favourite programme? 
Do you use any of the products advertised? Did you start using 
them before or after you first listened to a programme advertising 
that particular product? Do you regard the commercial broadcast 
as essentially different (a) from other broadcasting (b) from 
other advertising?" The various parts of this question were not 
all answered with the same precision, and a number of other points 
came up in Observers! replies which were not specifically asked 
fore In our sample, half those who answered stated definitely 
that they never listened to commercial broadcasting. 431% ex- 
pressed a, definite dislike of this kind of bre@adcasting. Of 
those who did listen, 430% were occasional or involuntary listeners, 
while the remaining 20% were regular listeners. 23% said they 
were Sunday listeners. We do not claim any special interest or 
validity for these figures, except as showing that a sufficient 
number of the sample have had some experience of commercial 
broadcasting to make their comments on it legitimate and revelant. 

A very commen attitude of those who do listen seems to be 
something like this: they want light music and entertainment, 
and though the advertising interrupts it, they accept this as 


inevitable - they "can't be bothered" to switch off and they don't 
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care enough anyway to put up much resistance to it. For 


example: 


"The Only reason I ever listen to commercial 
broadcasting is because it sometimes provides 
dance-musgic when I want it. The actual puff, 
when it comes, 1 shut my ears to as much ag 
possible." (M) 


"It is a form of advertising that reaches most 
people in their leisure hours and is naturally 
more persuasive." (fF) 


"The chief difference between broadcast advert- 
iging and other methods is that to some extent 
one is compelled to listen to the advertisement 
in order to get the entertainment, whereas in a 
newspaper the reader can look at what interests 
him and skip the rest. It is possible, of course, 
to switch off during eabh bit of sales-talk in a 
programme, but it would be rather more trouble 
than leaving the set on and listening to it all, 
and in any case you would still have to wait for 
the entertainment until the sales talk was 
finished.” (M) 


"Commercial broadcast is distinctly a mixing of 
the sheep and the goats, and one has no chance 
of putting either on one side separately. It is 
different because it gives one no choice and 
perhaps because of that its persuasively praised 
products penetrate into people's minds. One 
cannot avoid them if one has their particular 
programe." (fF) 


"Newspaper adverts and posters you can read if 
you want to, or not as the case may be. But with 
the wireless advertising, you have to hear what 
the others are listening to whether you want to 
or not." (i) 


"Commercial broadcasting is different from the 
other broadcasting in that it has no continuity. 
Une can go about one's work in other parts of the 
house without feeling one has missed part of a 
lengthy programme." (fF) 
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"T occasionally listen to commercial broadcasting, 
when I am bored with B.B.C. programmes, (I am not 
interested in the advertising) usually on Sundays.. 
If you tune in to it, you are compelled to hear 
the advertising - one has no need to take notice 
of newspapers, magazines, etc, advertisements." (F) 


"T listen to commercial broadcasting programmes 
when I visit my family on Sundays, as a relicf from 
what the 8.B.U. still give us, and only for that 
reason, enduring the advertising blah because it's 
too much bother to keep a hand on the knob and 
switch off every few minutes." (F) 


"Ordinary advertising does not seduce one by 
entertainment, as wireless advertising does, which 
is quite as irritating but much more insidious, the 
pill is more skilfully sugared. uhe point is simply 
this; if you have a degraded wish for dance-music 
onSundays, you are bound to hear about the virtues 
of Bile Beans or Pond's Face Cream, and something of 
these advertisements enters your consciousness. In 


newspaper advertising no parellel attraction can be 
offered." (F) 


Quite a number said they had bought products after hearing 


them advertised, though more of them were already using such 


products: 


"As a result of listening, the family now use a 
certain brand of shampoo (Drene), and a brand of 

cold cream (Nivea), which was once previously adopted 
before radio advertising of it, but dropped as too 


expensive, then taken up again when its virtues were 
extolled on the air." (M) 


"l did try Velveeta through hearing it advertised."(F) 


"As a large number of the products advertised are 
very well know I do use some of them. I have always 
used B & P cornflour, ground rice, etc. I first 
heard of their custard powder over the radio and 
tried it. I also tried a preparation called setox. 
When about to take a yeast preparation for my health 
I decided on Phillips brand because I had heard 
Christopher Stone mention it during one of the 
programmes. " (F) 
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"T can think of a washing powder that I have . 
used since.” (F) 


"Horlicks is one of the things advertised we 
use, but we used it before it was broadcasted 
from Luxembourg. (We did purchase Do Do after 
hearing it first from Luxembourg." (M) 


"in one instance do I remember buying anything 
as a result of the broadcast. This was a 
toothpaste which the children badly wanted to 
use." (M) 


"IT tried Stead Hlades (afteringe hearing broad- 
cast), and have used them ever since." (M) 


"We use some of the products advertised, but 
did so before we heard them advertised, with 
the exception of Drene." ( F)

2 Ref@rring to the ‘home front", or personal aspect, e.g. food, 
blackout. 

Oe General and miscellaneous aspects of the war (such as Hitler 


jokes). 

If they are considered useful, I suggest they might be nasted in 
a scrapbook, or in several small ones, according to the categories 
under which they are placed. I gather you are collecting local papers 
and catalogues, &c., but it might still be useful to have a separate 
collection of samvle adverts. from the first few months of war. 
I should find it difficult to keep up adequatelv with the increased 
amounts of advertisements which refer to the war, but if there is any 
partitular class of adverts. that you would suggest I might look for 
and collect, I should be glad to do so. My age is 24, so I expect 
to be called up some time in the next few months, but could go on 
ecoliiecting wuntii. 1 teft aivii iLife. 

Besides friends, library colleagues have lately been helpful in 
giving me adverts. from their own papers at home.

A Sentence is a complete thought expressed in words. 
A sentence may express :— 
1.—A Statement: “ Football is a good game.” 


2.—A Question: “Is football a good game? ” 
3.—A Desire or Command: “ God Save the King.” 
4.—An Exclamation: ‘‘ How clever he is!” 


There are two principal parts of a sentence—the Subjeci 
and the Predicate. 
1.—The Subject is the word or group of words about which 
something is said. 
2.—lThe Predicate is the word or group of words which says 
something about the Subject. 
Notice that in some cases, the subject may not be expressed, 
but only understood, e.g. :— 
. scudy hard. = “ You study hard.’ 
There are eight Parts of Specch. 


1.—A Noun—the name of any person, place, animal, thing, 
idea, etc.: man, house. 


2.—A Pronoun—a word used in place of a noun: he, she, it. 


3.—An Adjective—a word qualifying a noun or pronoun, 
that is, adding something to its meaning: beautiful, 
white. 


4.—A Verb—a word which tells of doing, being, having, etc. : 
make, speak. 

5.—An Adverb—a word which modifies a verb, adjective, or 
another adverb: beautifully, frequently. 

6.—A Preposition—a word which governs a noun or pronoun, 
that is, shows its relation to some other word : in, to, for. 


7.—A Conjunction—A word used to connect words or groups 
of words: and, but. 


8.—An Interjection—a word expressing an emotion: Oh! 
Alas ! 
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Words of Different Meaning but Similar Form. 

There are many pairs of words which are similar in form, 
but which are entirely different in meaning. Some of the 
commonest are mentioned below :— 


Adverse: Averse.

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HOW TO PLACE YOUR FIELD IN CRICKET. 


This diagram shows how the members of a cricket eleven 
are usually placed by the Captain. The arrangement is 
constantly varied, however, in order to suit the bowlers. 
For instance, a fast bowler often has three slips, a slow bowler 
may need only one. With a slow bowler the ball is likely to 
be hit harder, and, therefore, some fielders are placed farther 
from the batsman.

‘To whom” are you speaking ?) 


3.—Each, Either, Every, Everybody, Anybody, Nobody, etc.

Nobody will be allowed to state their own 
opinion.

‘ Than ”’ is generally a conjunction and not a preposition ;

The meaning of the word “ Preposition,’’ is taken from two 
Latin words meaning “to place before.”’

If this manner of speaking seems to be a form of boasting, 
the best thing to do is to re-form the whole sentence. 


9 —Shall; Will. 


Sometimes will is wrongly used instead of shall in the 
first person, when only the simple future is to be expressed. 
Example: I am sorry I will not be able to come (shall). 
If shall or will is used in a main clause, shall or will 
should be used in the subordinate clause, and not should. 
Similarly should or would should be followed by should 
or would, and not by will or shall. 

Example: I shall be obliged if you will return my sample, 


and nof : I shall be obliged if you would return 
my sample. 
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WORDS FREQUENTLY’ MISUSED. 


Care should be taken to avoid the common incorrect use of 
the following words. 


Aggravate. This word is frequently used colloquially 
as meaning “‘ annoy,” “‘ exasperate.’’ Its correct meaning 1s 
' to increase the gravity of,’”’ ‘‘ to make worse. 


Example: ‘His illness was aggravated by the wet weather. 


Nice. This word is used in speech nowadays as a substitute 
for many different adjectives: ‘‘a nice day,” “‘ a nice man, — 
‘a nice dress,’’ etc., all of which, in writing, should be replaced 
by the precise adjective which the context requires. The 
correct meaning of “ nice ”’ is ‘‘ over-particular,’’ ‘‘ fastidious.”’ 


Substitute. The two idioms ‘substitute for,’ and 
‘ replace by,’’ are often confused. It is correct to say that 
' A™ is replaced by ‘‘ B,”’ or “‘ B’’ is substituted for “A. Itis 
wrong to say “A” is substituted by “ B.”’ 


Transpire. This word means “ to be made public,’ to 
become known.” It is often wrongly used as meaning 
 happen.”’ 


Unique. Ifa thing is unique it is the only one of its kind. 
It, therefore, cannot be qualified by an adverb as “ rather 


unique, “ quite unique,’’ etc. A thing is either unique or it is 
not. 


Differ. This word is sometimes confused with the word 
vary. It is correct to say ‘This colour differs from that,”’ 
we differ in opinion’’; but it is wrong to say ‘ [The 
vegetation differs at different seasons. This should read 
‘‘ The vegetation varies at different seasons.’ 


Infer. This word is sometimes wrongly used for the 
word “ imply.”’ 


Example: “ His last sentence implies that the goods have 
have been sent.’’ 
I infer from his last sentence that the goods 
have been sent.’’ 
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PUNCTUATION. 
The principal signs and their values. 


1.—The Full Stop, or Period (.) : indicates the conclusion 
of a sentence or of one train of thought. 


—The Comma (,): indicates a slight pause, either for | 
breath or effect, before the conclusion of a train of 
thought. : 


3.—-The Colon (:): is practically a full stop. It separates 
two complete ideas which, although related, could each 
stand alone. The second sequence (that following the 
colon) does not commence with a capital letter. 
Example: The king is dead: long live the king. 


4.—The Semi-colon (;): as its name implies, is half the 
stop of a colon. It connects two statements which are 
different in themselves, but which must stand together to 
make complete sense. 


Example: He fell in the river; the wetting gave him a 
chill. 


—The Question Mark or Query (?): indicates 
interrogation. 
Example: Who is the best scholar in the class ? 


§.—The Apostrophe (’) : indicates possession. It takes the 
place of the pronoun “ his,’’ which is now omitted. 
Example: John’s book. 


7.—Parenthesis () : indicates a qualification. The sentence 
in which the clause in parenthesis occurs is grammatically 
correct without it. 
Example: John (or his brother) will bring it. 


8.—The Exclamation Mark (!): indicates surprise, etc. 
Examples: Hello! Good Heavens! Good shot! 


9.—Quotation Marks (‘*’’): indicate conversation or a 
quotation. 
Example: He asked: ‘“‘ Where are you going ? ”’ 


10.—The Hyphen (-) : used to connect simple words to form 
‘compounds. Example: Bed-clothes.

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HOW TO WRITE A LETTER. 


It is very important that a person should be able to write a 
good letter. A letter conveys to the recipient an impression of 
the personality of the writer. 

Here are a few points to remember. 

I—Know what to say. Writing, like speaking, is an 
expression of one’s thoughts, and if the thoughts are confused, 
so will the expression be. Hence, it is necessary that the 
writer should have clear ideas and have them in order in his 
mind. 

2—Clearness. ‘This is a continuation of the first point. 
The words and sentences should be arranged so that they 
convey the exact meaning intended, ambiguity being avoided. 

3—Brevity. In a business letter especially, conciseness 1s 
essential. IkKemember that business men receive many letters 
each day, and have not time to waste reading matter that is 
not essential. Ina private letter to a friend it is quite in osder 
to be ‘‘ chatty “, but even then, the laws of grammar and rules 
of courtesy must be-remembered. 

4—Accuracy. The statements made in a business letter 
must be as accurate as the writercanmakethem. As accuracy 
is dependent upon knowing what to say, the first point 
mentioned should be impressed on the mind. Do not begin 
the letter until you know what to say, and when you do, be 
careful not to make mistakes through sheer carelessness. 

5—Phrasing. It costs nothing to be polite, and courtesy 
is very necessary jn a business letter, avoiding, of course, 
excessive humility. 

6—Pleasantness. Every letter should be pleasant to read, 
that is, should given an impression of cheerfulness, not a mere 
statement of cold fact. But avoid familiarity and attempts 
at humour in business letters as these are quite out of place. 

7—Spelling and Punctuation. Many business men 
complain of the bad spelling and punctuation in business 
letters and these give an impression of carelessness and 
slip-shod methods that is most annoying. This can be 
corrected by constant practice and study. 

Finally, remember that persons not familiar with your 
writing read your letters, and so they should be written neatly 
and legibly.

GEOGRAPHY. 
Factors Affecting Climate. 


|.—Latitude. The temperature of the air depends upon 
the force with which the sun’s rays strike the earth. This is 
controlled by their angle ; the nearer they are to a right angle, 
the more intense and hotter they will be. 

Generally speaking, the angle is broadest at the Equator 
and narrowest at the Poles. Thus we divide the earth’s 
surface into four parts :— 

(a) The cold. 
(b) The cool. 
(c) The warm. 
(d) The hot. 

The British Isles are to the north of the cool zone. 

2.—Nearness to the Sea. As water absorbs and loses 
heat more slowly than land, places near the sea are cooler in 
summer and warmer in winter than inland places. The 
British Isles, being surrounded by large stretches of water, are 
greatly affected by them, and are thus more temperate than 
inland countries in the same latitude. 

3.— Winds and Ocean Currents. The winds blowing 
from the sea are warmed or cooled according to the temperature 
of the water over which they blow, and thus influence the 
temperature of the land. As the prevailing winds over the 
British Isles are warmed by the Gulf Stream, they bring their 
warmth with them. 
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4.— Position and Direction of Mountains. When moist 
air crosses a mountain range, it is compelled to rise, becomes 
cooler, and loses its moisture in the form of rain or snow. 
Descending on the other side, it becomes warmer and dries 
that side of the mountains. 


The temperature falls with 
increase of altitude at the rate of 1° F. per 300 feet rise. 


PHYSICAL FEATURES. 


The physical features of a country are very important, as 
they influence commerce in many ways. Mountains hinder 
transport, rivers aid it, and so on. 

The following show the most important factors in 
connection with various physical features. 

(a) Source of food supply. (b) Means of 
transport. (c) Tides assist navigation and keep river mouths 
open. (d) Boundaries and protection. 

2.—Lakes. (a) Supply drinking water. (b) Supply fish. 

(c) Boundaries. (d) Salt supply. (e) Transport. 
(a) Supply drinking water. (b) Supply fish. 
(c) Means of irrigation. (d) Communication: (1) by river; 
(2) by river valleys. (e) Supply water power. (f) Boundaries. 
Mountains. (a) Form of defence. (b) Climatic 
barrier. (c) Health resorts. (d) Their snows supply many great 
rivers. (e) Contain mineral wealth. 

5.—Mountain Passes. (a) Means of commynication. 
(b) Aid building of railways to-day. 

Plateaux. (a) Liable to drought. (b) Gorges useless 
for river navigation and railways (c) Artificial harbours have 
to be made. 

7.—Great Plains. (a) Valuable for cultivation and 
grazing. (b) Make railways easy to build. 

8.—Deltas. These are caused by the silt of rivers being 
checked at the mouth and forming bars. These sometimes 
build up, and become very fertile land. 

We can thus see how the physical features of Great Britain 
have contributed to her progress. Her position as an island 
at the edge of Europe, with no part more than 100 miles from 
the sea, has protected her in times of war, and allowed a more 
undisturbed interior progress than in any other country in 
Europe.

ELOCUTION. 


Elocution is the art of speaking publicly as opposed to 
ordinary conversation ; so that children who are often called 
upon to repeat a lesson or to quote a poem should understand 
some of the rules that apply to elocution. 

|.—Breathing. The voice cannot be controlled unless 
the breathing is also controlled.

Do not speak ina 
sing-song, or unaltered tone, but modulate the voice according 
to the meaning of the words. 

5.—Practice. Kemember the old saying: ‘ Practice 
makes perfect.”’

A PROBLEM common to all Finance Officers 
of Hospital Management Committees exists 
in devising a system for the prompt payment of 
accounts and the speedy analysis of expenditure 
with the minimum of staff. The size of the problem 
varies, of course, with the volume of transactions 
to be tackled. A system installed just over a year 
ago in the Sheffield No. 1 Hospital Management 
Committee, where each year some 25,000 indi- 
vidual accounts, involving 2,000 creditors, are 
dealt with may possibly be of general interest. 

In approaching the problem, the objectives to be 
kept in mind are firstly the ascertainment of the 
amount to be paid to each creditor; secondly a 
summary for each creditor to form the basis of the 
schedule of accounts for presentation to the Com- 
mittee; thirdly a remittance slip to enclose with 
the cheque for each creditor and fourthly an 
analysis of the expenditure to meet the require- 
ments of the Accounts Regulations and the Minister 
of Health’s costing returns. After. considering 
various manual and mechanical methods it was 
eventually decided to enlist the aid of the Powers- 
Samas punched card medium and install a punched 
card system on a_ semi-service bureau _ basis. 
Fundamentally all four objectives have been 
achieved by the application of information shown 
on each separate invoice being punched on to a 
card. 


The following is a brief outline of the system as 
applied for the monthly payment of creditors. 

Each individual invoice or account is stamped 
at the Hospitals, etc., with a “‘grid.”’ 

It is helpful to have a supply of the grid stamps 
printed as stick-on labels for use when it is not 
convenient to add a stamp on to the invoice. The 
“Year of Account’’ is added to provide identifica- 
tion for that period in the financial year when 
accounts are being received both for the current 
and previous financial years. ‘The code number 
follows a normal division of a numerical code

identified by printed headings. ‘This is not essential 
but is a useful aid. 

It will be noticed that the order of punching 
follows the order of the respective items on the 
grid and this greatly facilitates the operation. In 
addition to the items indicated on the grid an 
extra hole is punched to identify the operator. 
Full use is made of “‘gang’’ punching. After a 
card has been punched ‘the invoice is filed away 
under the supplier’s number and the cards are 
stored until the time of despatch to the local 
Powers-Samas Service Bureau for sorting and 
tabulation. 

It is essential to work to a definite monthly time- 
table so that the whole operation is completed in 
time for the Committee. It has been found neces- 
sary to allow three days for the completion of the 
work by the Bureau and to allow a period of six 
days after the tabulations have been received in

the Finance Office for the typing of the schedules, 
preparation of cheques, etc. T'wo tabulations are 
received. One gives the details and total amount 
due to each creditor, with a duplicate copy which 
acts as the remittance slip for the creditor. The 
other tabulation gives the analysis of expenditure 
providing the data for the postings to the 
ledgers. 

The summary for the schedule and the remit- 
tance slip for the creditors are as follows— 

The oblong space at the top of each form is for 
the name and address of the creditor. This is 
inserted by using a hand-operated addressing 
appliance using typed master plates which quickly 
and efficiently print the desired particulars on 
both copies of the forms. The typed master plates 
are conveniently filed in a similar sequence to the 
Supplier’s Code Number List. The number used 
on both forms is that of the cheque which also acts 
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as the voucher number on the schedule. Most 
creditors are able to identify their accounts from 
the information given by the day and month of the 
invoice, but a column is also provided on the 
Remittance slip for the invoice reference number. 
It is necessary to link up the individual invoices 
(already filed in supplier’s code number sequence) 
with the respective summaries. ‘This is a routine 
job and gives little trouble and only takes a short 
time. ‘he Committee Schedule is prepared from 
the summaries which are printed on a tinted paper 
to distinguish them from the creditors’ invoices. 
By the use of a typewriter attachment, the cheque 
number, name of payee and amount in figures are 
typed in duplicate on cheque and schedule. The 
amount in words is added by use of a Protecto- 
eraph cheque writing machine. The crossing

creditors and affords a valuable 
overall check. 

Urgent payments are dealt with on a weekly 
intermediate schedule which follows the same 
labour saving routine with the exception that the 
remittance advices to creditors are prepared 
manually. 

This method of organising ‘Operation 
Accounts”’ enables the analysis of expenditure to 
be posted to the ledgers before the meeting of the 
Finance Committee, and it is possible to submit to 
them a detailed return of expenditure (summarised 
on the Ministry of Health’s form AGD 303) up to 
and including the accounts approved for payment 
at the same meeting. Cheques for the creditors 
are posted (in window envelopes) the same day as 
the meeting. Looking back over the last year it is 
difficult to imagine how the mass of detailed 


work was ever managed without the aid of 


punched cards. The teething troubles have been 
negligible and the whole operation works with 
a quiet rhythm and efficiency. 


Stock Transfer Department 


N the evening of Thursday, 7th February, a 

minor contribution was made to Banking 
history, when the library of the Institute of 
Bankers, at its new building, was used for the first 
time for lecturing purposes. 

Mr. Charles Gregory, Chief Accountant of 
Westminster Bank, organised the lecture in order 
to introduce the Powers-Samas 65-column equip- 
ment to some 250 of the Bank’s staff. Mr. Gregory 
opened with an address which dealt with the need 
for the machines and, in general terms, described 
the work they would do and the advantages 
which would be gained from their installation. 
Mr. Gardner, Powers-Samas District Manager, 
followed with a brief talk which prefaced the 
showing of the Powers-Samas sound film—‘‘An 
Introduction to Punched Card Accounting.’’ 
Mr. Stevens, of Powers-Samas Banks specialist 
staff, later gave a more detailed description of the 
functions of the machines and their application to 
the Bank’s Stock ‘Transfer work. The equipment 
comprises Automatic Key Punches, Automatic 
Verifier, Hand Punch, Reproducer, Interpreter, 
Sorter and ‘Tabulator with Summary Card Punch. 
Mr. Stevens pointed out that although the equip- 
ment will be used primarily for Dividend work, the 
Tabulator is designed for general purposes and 
will be able to cater for some of the needs of the 
Bank’s Accounting and Statistical Departments. 

The Stock Transfer work to be dealt with 
includes: the posting of Stock Ledgers or Register 
of Members; preparation of Dijvidend Lists, 
Warrants and Income ‘Tax Certificates; the pro- 
duction of the Annual Return of Members 
including the details of the holdings transferred by
